Dear Sir: 


"Since my inauguration as gover- 


nor. ;i couple of weeks ago, I have 
sought to ascertain just what can be' 
done Ly the ne* administration to re- 
duce the expenses, to institute econ- 
omies and to lessen the tax burdens 
of our people. 


"I find that considerable may be 


done hero anil the expenses of the 
state government considerably reduc- 
ed, and to this extent the tax-burden- 
ed peop'e of our state will be re- 
lieved, but I am also mindful of Ihe 
fact that while a saving of a million 
or two in the cost of administering 
the business and affairs of our state 
is impgrtunt that—as compared with 
the total tax burdens of our people for 
the school districts, townships vil- 
lages, cities and counties of our state 
—it if 
1, after all, but a slight percent- 


age of reduction and that, therefore, 
iL becomes essential in order to bring 
any substantial relief to the taxpayers 
of our state to effect a similar reduc- 
tion in the cost of the administration 
of our counties and various otner po- 
litical sub-divisions. 
. 


Counties .Must Help. 


"The present administration desires 


to do its share, and a rigid system of 
economy has already been instituted 
with the result that a material saving 
•will result, but we are anxious that in 
this program of economy we shall 
have the co-operation of every politi-1 
cal sub-division of our state. 
I am 


sure that g,reat results can be secured 
if the state administration, tile county 
commissioners, and the boards of our 
school districts, townships, villages 
and eities, together with all public of- 
ficials, will apply the same rigorous 
economies to the public business as the 
•citizenship of our state have applied 
and are now constrained to apply to : 
their private expenditures and their 
private affairs during these months of 
depressed conditions. 


"For the sake of securing compara-, 


live statistics, I wish that you would 
have the auditor prepare for us at the 
earli96t possible moment a statement1 
of the appropriations made for the 
general fund during the years 1917,
